The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dawson et al '578. 

Dawson shows a transparent substrate 12 of sapphire, a buffer layer 1 3 of GaN, 
a lll-V GaN layer 16, and "convex" light trapping members 50 with index of refraction 
approximately 1.8. Accordingly claims 1 and 6 are anticipated. Claim 2 is rejected as 
aluminum oxide material is taught on page 3. 

Claims 1,2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hata '558. 

Hata shows in figure 1 a sapphire substrae 1, a "convex" light trapping member 2 
of aluminum oxide, and a GaN layer 3. See paragraphs 31-34. Accordingly claims 1 , 2 
and 6 are rejected. 

Wang ' 465 is similar relevant art.
